It would give the 
yomtnerr* of the United Htate* what It

That 'is one reason wny the Red 
Close deserves the support of every 
one oi. its Fourth Roll Co.I—to rosin' 
tain It so tbst, when disaster strikes, 
tbe striatal win always fcava a help¬ 
ing band to turn to, the American Red 
Crees. 

Tbe disaster relief part of the Red 
Cross organization has been so tbor 
oughly perfected that It can answer 
calls for help In the briefest possible 
time. 

People of tbe south well remember 
how promptly the Red Cross respond¬ 
ed to the need during the West Point 
flood lost yoar. the Corpus Christ: 
storm and several other southern dis¬ 
asters. whlls fresh In the memory of 
the entire country Is the fact that 
Red Cross doctors and uuraea wore 
"first on tbo 5cer.t»’’ at u**.- Wall at rent 
explosion. 

In addition to furnishing such 
prompt relief as this, practically w 
ery Red Cross chapter has u per 
manent <lisa»(«r relief committee, 
which has made a survey of resources 
in their respective communities and 
Is prepared to act promptly with tbe 
mean* mi hand when disaster occurs. 

Illustrative of the genuine need (or 
Just such preparedness as this la tbe 
United States is the fact that, last 
year alone, the Red Cross aided 30,- 
000 persons In 164 cornu.unities, all 
victims of 73 septuple and distinct dis¬ 
asters. 

In the accomplishment of this re¬ 
lief work 140 Red Cross chapters were 
called upon to assist, the sum of |90v>.

destroyed. 

The largest and most destructive 
llsaster of the year was at Corpus 
('hristi. Texas, in September, 1919, 
Approximately 400 were killed and 4,- 
000 made homeless. Tbe Red Cross 
division director with a staff of 35 
assistants administered a fund of 9400, 
000 , giving aid t* 3.600 families and 
four towns and rural districts and suf¬ 
ficient supplies to each family to en 
able || to stand on Its feet. 

Because of tornadoes, the Gulf snd 
»<ak*» Divisions worn railed upon to 
send emnrgenry relief with trained 
worker* to nearly 60 communities. Tho 
(wo drougbts In Montnns and North 
Dakota gnv«« abundant opportunity for 
trained workers from the Northers bl 
vision to help th* Red Cross chapters 
demonstrate their useful nett*. while % 
number of shlpwrorks proved lb* read¬ 
iness of ih« Atlantic lit vision and th< 
Now York Motropolitan Area Commit 
too to assist In that line of work. 

The record of last year wmpliixslgrs 
the need of abundant preparedness 
along the linn of disaster relief, and
